The insurgents have been doing con- 
siderable deviltry here lately and mak- 
ing great brags of what they were go- 
ing to do. Their latest move is to take | 
the railroad. They are to attack every 
railroad station simultaneously at a 
certain hour tonight, l.^th. This is the 
loth though I commenced my letter 
Dearly a week ago and tonight is the 
time set to take all the towns along the 
railroad. It would certainly be fun see- 
ing them try to do such a thing— for I 
there are not enough armed insurgents 
in the whole archipelago to take it. 
We were expecting an attack here last : 
night, but like all others it failed to | 
materialize. There is considerable 
flghting going on though at present 
and will continue for some time yet. | 

A civilized people give up when | 
whipped, but it seems that these semi - 1 
savages never know when they are 
worsted. The better class have long 
ago i|Ziit the insurgent business and en- 
tereu domestic pursuits and are now 
some at our best friends and support- 
ers. In some sections of Luzon are yet 
veritable beds of insurrection and 
there are soms' eight or 10 regiments i 
that I could easily name that are out 
"hiking" and flghting nearly every day 
and night. The :i7th is one of these 
regiments. I received a letteracouple . 
of days ago from William Tombs, a 
Casev countv bov, who is soldiering In 
the .'i7th. Their companv was in a tierce 
engagement with the insurgents on the 
24th of August. They lost several kill- ' 
ed. W. F Martin was shot through 
the right shoulder, receiving a very- 
ugly and painful wound, .Martin was 
sent to the hospital at Santa Cruz, and 
Tombs thinks that he was sent on from 
there to .Manila It Is thought .Martin 
will pull through all right. He is a ^ 
Casey boy and well-known in both Ca- 
sey and r.Incoln counties and was just 
prior to his enlistment one of theJead- 
liTg photographers of Lexington. Sam 
Lvon, another Casey lad of the .‘ITth, 
has been sent to the Slates on the sick 
reiKirt. These sick that are being sent 
to the .States are not discharged until 
their regiments come over The sick 
M"B sent to 'Frisco J. T Short, of Ihe I 
2uih. has been made a huglar in his 
companv. No extra pay. but some- 
thing better, many an extra hour o' 
sleep, every night in. no guard, no fa- 
tigue and no long “hykes" in mud, 
slush and water.
